Spanish tragedy, written in 18?0 bv Gabriel Telle?, known as 'Hrso 
Molina, introduced the character of Don Juan. c our Italian 
seventeenth century artists are identified as possible dramatists of 
the Italian version but critics cannot aqree on which one of them 
actually wrote the manuscript, "Convitato di eietra", under scrutiny. 
Giacinto Andre Cicognini is alleged t G have composed the work in 
1690. Giovanni Pattista Andreini (16M), Lionne Allacci, and oroftio 
Giliterto di Eolofra (1692) are also oit«H as possible authors 
although the apparent date of their plays follows th^ publication of 
the manuscript. A comparison of similarities and differences in the 
four versions Is made. (PS)
